The nic-rlta find demerits of oltomarsnrtnt 


ara now being f ally discussed by agricultur- 
al, commercial and scientific people, but tlio 
divergence of judgment la so wido and con- 
nicllug llmt wo can gain but lltllo consola- 
tion from Ilio discussion. 
Wo are radically 


in favor o( genuine- butter, such as is made 
from the product of a good cow, lliat ram- 
bles for her Rummer food through groeu 
fields, carpeted with succulent grasses, and 
that quenched her thlrat from pure springs 
or babbling brooks. Wears familiar with 
this sort of dairy production, ha?o conll- 
deuce in its purity and wholesome-ness, and 
aro strongly prejudiced In its favor. 


Within a few years the inventive Inge- 


nuity of somebody 1ms brought out a com- 
pound mado from beef fat, with eoma otlim 
constituents or compounds, with which we 
ore wholly unfamiliar, and to which 1ms 
boon given tho namo of "oleomargarine." 
Wlml IH tlio oiaot process of its manufacture 
wo havo nover learned, but it is now maclo 
lo imilate imlural bntter so skillfully that it 
requires n chemical oipett to detect it ; and 
even the doctors havo joined tho conspiracy, 
and now boldly affirm that this artificial but- 
ler is wholesome, and that it Is a valuable 
substitute for the old-fashioned dairy prod- 
uct. 


The New York Farmers' Club, which com- 


prises a membership of praotical farmers as 
well as theorists, recently discussed the 
claims of "oleomargarine." The rural dis- 
pntants ununimonsly argued against an in- 
dorsement of tho now compound. 
Some 


denounced it aa "mere aile grease ;" others 
as a swindle that desorved contempt and re- 
probation. Yet there were three doctors 
and two chemists, all members of the Club, 
who talked favorably of the invention, slat- 
ing that if made of fresh material, and pro- 
perly manufactured, "it wonld puzzle but- 
ter experts to detect it from the genuine 
article." One of the speakers asserted that 
25,000 pounds of "oleomargarine" were 
daily manutaclured in two establishments 
in Now York city, that it met with a ready 
and increasing sale fit home, but that proba- 
bly two-thirds of it were exported 
to 
Europe.

obtaining sucli superior butter. Our pro- 
siding nngel of tho household condemned 
tho new purchase as "a fraud ;" said it was 
"luenowklndofatnfl mado from fat, and 
she would not use it," We demurred at 
this hasty judgment ; offered lo bet high 
that it was genuine bntter, a tip-top article ; 
nd to make "assurance doubly sure," wij 


invited a neighboring housewife lo decids

dispute.

use " 


Wo returned it lo onr grocer, told him of 
its condemnation, and, with H quizzing 
puzzled Emile, he said, "We bought it for 
flrat-clsas butter; wo still think it is, nl- 
Ihougb wo had n lub from the Bamo lot re- 
turned by n customer, yesterday, who pro- 
nounced it "oleomargarine." Wo solemnly 
think, and will cheerfully affirm, that the 
newly invented substitute for butter is so 
skillfully manufactured that dull, nlodinR 
cdilois cannot detect II.— [Patriot.
